Before his marriage last 
summer. Kojian had earned a reputa- 
tion thai — though tame by Manhat-

Cosmos 1402 is likely to break up as

WASHINGTON -- With President Reagan's 
hlessinf;. alwut 2ii.ooo people marked the lUlh 
anniversary of the Supreme Court decision 
legalizing alx)rtion Saturday by marching on 
the Capitol lo demand leijislation to nullify the 
rulinjj. 

Proteslers placed a small wooden coffin on

The march was part of a nationwide protest 
against alwrtion. with thousands more de- 
monslrat ing in other cities across the nation. 
■ The demomtrat ion began with a prayer by the 
Rev. Thomas Welsh, hishop of Arlington, Va., 
who said: "We are here to urge the elected 
officials to redress the tragic mistake of the 
Supreme Court."

Roj^ge. a heroin addict, never 
showed up, FUI Special Agent Rick 
Mathers said Friday that since then. 
Rof^e has twcome the suspected 
leader of a ring of "professional 
rohlicrs" who use a slick operation to 
gel away cfean from their targets. 

Mathers said the likes of such a 
jy-oup hasn't been seen _in the 
Northwest since the 11)75-73 rcifji of

The most recent job by Rogge'S 
group was the holdup of the North 
Kent branch of Rainier National Uank 
outside of Seattle on Nov. tO.

"The non- Mormon community has 
to be aware always that the church 
could, if It chose, rally a substantial 
political and social force on any given 
issue," says Thane Robson. director 
of the stale's Bureau of Economic and 
Business Researeh.

Make no mistake about It. They 
made this state, and this Is their land. 
Utah, says Mormon writer Samuel 
Taylor, grandson of a. prophet. lies 
Ixihind "The Zlon Curtain." 

"There Is nothing like a reformed 
alcoholic to sock It lo everyone else." 
says Kd Flrmage. a great-great- 
l^raiKlsan ot prophet Brigham Young, 
whose persuasive talents and evident 
sincerity helped convince the Mormon 
leadership to oppose the development 
of the land-based MX missile system 
in 1981. Flrmage says that "the 
Mormon past ot tielng excluded and 
viewed with suspicion" because of 
radical beliefs helps explain the 
extremely conservative, status quo 
"orientation "of 'the m6d6n)'*Mmihon " 



yolved. 

Writing about the Mormon lead- 
ership, historian Klaus Hansen says. 
"In spile of a facade of amateurism, 
these men In fact' represent a de- 
dicated and -hardworking -group of 
professionals who are devoting their 
entire Uvea to the corporate well- 
being of the organization they are 
serving. Conservativlsm and loyalty 
are among the characteristics most 
valued by this group.. ..The main end 
that the Mormon hierarchy has 
served from its inception has been 
control."

"I think the bulk of this resistance

For civil libertarians, the courts 
haven't offered much protection.

pri.scd of local militia. The Mormons 
were forced from Nauvoo during the

-icnnfronliertosanctuary, . -■ 
IJfe was a continual struggle, but 
under the pragmatic leadership of 
Smith'.s succe.'isor. Brigham Young, 
the stale of "Dcserct" (from a 
Mormon term meaning honeylxfct 
Iwgan lo flourish. Yet even in their 
rocky kingdom, the church memlwrs 
couldn't escape perseculion. They had 
accepted a "revelation" from the 
dead prophet and liegun the practice 



Mormons In 1883. "It's a good war-cry 
and serves our puposc by enlisting 
.sympathy for our cause; but It's a 
mere twigoteJIe compared wlUi other 
issues in the irrepressiljle conflict 
between our parties. What we most 
object to is your unity; your political 
and commercial solidarity; the obe- 
dience you render to your splrilual 
leaders In temporal affairs.

ln-1858 the Mormon territory was 
Invaded by the U.S. Army, and

-Congress passed a series of laws tn- 
the late 1880s: outlawing" polygamy, 
depriving the Mormons of the right to 
vole (includ ing It ie M ormon women._ 
who were given the vote In Utah long 
before their Eastern counterparts), 
— stripping- the-church -of all- property,- - 
dissolving the Mormon bureaucracy, 
confi-wating assets, imprisoning its 
leaders, or forcing them to live on the 
run. 

Their kingdom crumbling, the 
Mormons capitulated In 1690. They 
abandoned polygamy and adopted a 
strategy of accommodation that Ar- 
rington and Davis call "creative ad- 
justmcnL" With typical diligence, the 
Mormons took off on the road to 
"become Americans, lock, stock, and 
barrel." 

And so the modem church was 
bom. 

"(\s we became accepted by the 
outside world, after decades of 
viJifJcatJon and ridicule,., we went lo 
work busily on a new public image, 
rcplacing the polygamous rebel with 
the gentle Saint ^rtn didn't use cof- 
fee." writes the Mormon author 
Samuel Taylor in Dialogue, another 
Mormon Journal.

When Gary Gllmore was executed In Utah 
on January 17. 1977. signaling the return of 
capital punishment lo American Justice 
, after a lo-ycar absence, be chose. to.dle 
before a tiring siiuad. rather than on the 
gallows. 

Utah has now done away with hanging, 
but remains the only state to offer death by 
gunfire to its condemned prisoners: a 
testament to Ihc traiUUqnal Mormon belief 
rithaUthose'Who-qini ahothc;?s~blood must 
literally shed blood themselves to pay for 
the crime. 

The doctrine of "blood atonement" Is just 
one of many ways that the Mormon religion 
helps define life in Utah — one of the 
better-known tenets In a creed that Is filled 
with surprises. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lnttcr-day 
Saints traces Its history back to liJ20. whcp 
the young Joseph Smith reported lhat he 
had received o-viaitirom^it^ and Jesus bia. 
grove of trees outside Palmyra, N.Y. 

Smith later claimed to have q»kcn re- 
peatedly with an angcl,: Moroni, who took 



him to the hill Cumorah outside ol town 
where a book of golden plates had been 

hidden along with the Urim and Thummlm 
of Biblical reference — mysterious 
spectacles fastened lb a breastplate enabl- 
ing the wearer to translate what Smith 
called the "Reformed Egyptian" hiero- 
glyphics of the plates, ii. 

The fledgling pnqiticl dictated his 
translation from behind a curtain to one of 
three witnesses who later swore to have 
seen both the golden plates and the messen- 
ger from heaven. _ 

The Book ot Mormon, as Smith called his 
work, told the story of bow ix band of 
Hebrtiws had made Its way to Ibe New 
Worid In 600 B.C. and been visited by Christ 
after his crucifixion ("And other sheep 1 
have which are not of this fold." — John 
10:10). The descendcnts of this Helirow tribe 
arc the American Indian?. Smith said.

The faints txilicve that the Indians will 
become more Ilghl-sklnncd as they accepr*- 
Hormon doctrinft unlll thq^ arc a"whtte 
and delightsome people." Spencer Kfmball, 
the Mormon prophet, says he has seen this" 
happening In his lifetime. 

['Yom the Book of Mormon and the Bible, 
the Saints. have developed a tosclmitlng 
theology.

Israelites. It wasOirist li^debated Satan 
inagrandcounclLofisllheavenlyBpIlts, and 
outjined a plan tn which we would become 
mortal beings on'oarlh In ordei' to experi- 
ence. joy_and.sadaas9,-gracc.ftnd sla;-paln 
and pleasure, and. death. . >VfUwut these 
experiences, we could not progress on aa 
upward path and become splrlla fully equal 
to God. 

"/\3 man Is, God once was; as God now Is, 
man tnay bccome,"-i3 Q'commoh Mormon 
saying. Jesus then is our older, liratlier and 
our creator — but gave ua VuUy mnrtal life, 
not existence.

According to thC' Saints. Christ died to 
atone for our earthly transgressions and to 
redeem us Irom mortality, but we can help 
pay for our sins and dctermbK our own 
p regress lo an exalted slate by living proper 
lives. j\nd BO Raster does nol occupy as 
- special a place in the Mormon religion asJt: 
does In other Christian faiths; nor Is the 
crucifix — which they see as a bloody 
Roman gaUows — woni by Mormoas or 
featured In their temples. 

There are three worlds after deatli. the 
Mormons believe;' a heavenly worid In 
God's presence; an carthllkc world; and a 
hellish worid. But nobody Is condemned to 
Ihc lower B^res 'for eternity, and each 
human being has the capacity to mye 
upwardalanytlme. 

According to the Mormon religion, we

Some 
of the:dlvine rcvelnlior.3 that thclrjeaders 
hu'vc announced never did come true, in- 
cluding SmiUi's predlclton lhat the church's 
early .fjnanclui difficulties would be solved ,

"Some rcvelntions are "of God; some 
revelations ore^ of ma n; an d some revela- 
tions are of the dfevir'^Sinith said \vhen his 
Canadian prognostication fell through. A" 
divine revelation to begin polygamy was 
replaced by another revelation end plural 
marriages once the Saints werc severely 
^persecuted for thatbellet in the 1880s. 

Mormons at>slaln from tobacco, alcohol 
and cnffelnateil drinks as the result of ttie 
World of Wisdom revelation; and give 10 
percent qf thelrJncome to the church to 
meel a tithing revelation .— yet these 
prctices werc widely Ignored in the early 
days of the church and were never really 
enforced unlll the chureh fell on hard 
flnohclal times, and under the influence of 
tlie temperance movement, hi the early 20th 
century.

They arc one of the fastest growing 
creeds in the country. ;\nd as a 
capitalist, the average Mormon is 
eminently successful: the Saints earn 
morc than anyone except Pre- 
sliyterians and Kpiscopallans. 

According lo recent surveys the' 
Mormons are more preoccupied wilh 
behavior, organization, and control 

-than anyothcr religion; attend church 
morc regularly; and are less con- 
cerned over (pactions ot doctrine. 
(The Monnons are also far more 
certain that God — and the devil — 
exist; have the least fear of God; and 
most often feel they are In His pre- 
sence.) 

The church has 30.000_ missionaries, 
slock ill all the prominent Fortune 500 
companies, and has spent more than 
StOO million building temples to 
spread the word around the world. In 
Washington. D.C.. for example, about 
1 10.000 motorists pass the $17 million

MKXICO CITY (UPI) - Mexico 
City's attorney general said Saturday 
violent crime In Ihc capital had In- 
creased sharply during the past few 
months because ot the nation's eco- 
nomic crisis. 

A statement from Attorney General 
Victoria Adato said soon-lo-bc re- 
leased figures would show the crime 
rate last year was far liiglier than 
previously estimated by police of- 
licials, who had. In fact. Incorrectly 
predicted a decline. 

Mrs. Adato said the Increase in 
crime, especially violent assaults, 
was largely due to Mexico's current 
(inanclal crisis, which has thrown 
fiundrcds of thousands of people out of 
work. 

"Public security is In crisis (or 
several reasons." she said. "A man 
^ho has to proiect his insecurity takes 
eut'his open aggression on others... In 
the process of social degradation 
which feeds onilsclf." 
1 Statistics Irom the attorney gener- 
|I's office show robberies rose 
percent in the first six months of 1932 
-before Ihe economic problems. hit in 
lull force. 

\ During the economic recession of 
1977. the number of robberies jumped 
30-7 percent In one year. They began 
to foil two years later, in the heyday of 
Mexico's oil boom. 

r,Mexlco City's Excelsior newspaper 
laturday said the capital -- with a 



population of 13 million - is the 
second most dangerous city In the 
world, after New York, though the 
statistical basis for the paper's report 
was not clear. 

Excelsior said that during 1332. 
there was an average of one major 
theft or violent attack every ^.s 
minutes in Mexico Cily. with 8.G40 
homicides registered in the year. 

New York City, with a population of 
7.8 million had 1.826 murders In 1981. 
Figures for 1982 were not yet availa- 
ble but police there said they believed 
the total was dom 

Excelsior cited Public Ministry re- 
cords as stating ll.G percent of the 
suicides In Mexico Clly_ were com- 
mitted by people who lost their jobs or 
suffered from other economic 
hardships.

"With dean habits and loyal In- 
stincts. Mormons are sought by busi- 
ness, industry and govommcnt. Yet 
as a people, they are relatively un- 
concerned about our natural 
environment. Uio arms race, human 
rights, and proWemB associated with 
world population growth, malnutri- 
tion, or starvation. Church leaders 
Increasingly stress the Importance o( 
obedience, thus diminishing the role 
of independent moral Judgement. 

Conscientious critics walk a 
tightrope, because both their motives 
and their ideas are regarded with 
suspicion. There isn't a tradition of a 
-loyal opposition," Newell says. "/\ny- 
one who doesn't understand that Is 
posed as a heretic. Your loyalty is

Wearing lunny underwear and a 
ban on Coca-Cola? To anyone familiar 
with church doctrine, it's simply loo 
easy to take cheap shots at the 
Mormons Just by reciting some of 
their twiiefs.

. Jerald and Sandra Tanner are ot the 
latter opinion. Both were raised as- 
Mormons, and Sandra is a great- 
grcat-grand-daughter of Brigham 
Young. But now they have the honor 
of being among the most desplsed.- 
fearcd. and Infamous apostates in the 
history of the Latter-day Saints. 

Though less well-known outside of 
Utah, the Tanners certainly hold a 
place in Mormon Infamy equal with 
fellow excommunlcants like the lata 
historian Fawn Brodie. niece of a 
prophet, whose biography of Joseph 
Smith. No Man Itnows My History, 
still mysteriously disappears from 
Church State libraries; or Sonia 
Johnson, the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment supporter whose excom- 
munication brought the church reams 
of unwanted publicity, 

/'When I was eighteen Fmet and fell 
In love with Jerald. and he had 
already discovered problems with 
Mormonlsm and started re- 
searching." says Sandra, sitting one 
September day in the front room of 
their house in Salt l-ake City. The 
Tanners live across the street from 
the city's ballpark and their home 
doubles as printing plant and 
bookstore for the modem Microfilm 
Company — the family's anti- 
Mormon publishing business.

"At first we fell alone." Sandra 
Tanner says. "It was very strange 
and very hard. You feel that you don't 
tit anywhere. We lost friends, and it 
seemed I spent the whole first year in 
continual arguments with my family. 
It Is In subtle w'ays. but the pressure 
was there. When we were excommu- 
nicated. It was hard for the people 
\vho knew us to accept It. They 
believed it had to over some moral 
infraction.

Understandable foremost In the line 
of fire are the church's historians. In 
the last few years the hierarchy has 
taken a series of repressive steps 
deslgnwl to crack down on Mormon 
scholars who weren't afraid to follow 
the truth, no matter where it led them.

Moms teach 
pre-schoolers

TWIN V,\U£ - Finding ways lo 
lx;at costs is popular Ihese days liut 
a group ot molhers south of town 
found one way several years ago 
through a cooperative allemative 
to pre-school classes. 

Feeling they could rwt afford Uie 
cost of commcrcla! pre-school 
sessions for their youngsters they 
take turns working with each 
other's children, all on a volunteer 
basis. 

The project revives the trailillon - 
of neighbors banding together to 
help each other — and theinsclves 
in the process - a principle which 
played a vital role In survival 
during pioneer days. 

Instead of every mother having 
tq provide enrichment op- 
portunities for her own pre- 
schooler, she docs it Tor eight 
children on a planned schedule a 
week at a time, while her 
neighbors do the same for her child 
seven other weeks. 

Each week another mother picks 
up the other children and trans- 
ports them to and from the current 
home "school." thus freeing six 
mothers until it's their turn. i\nd 
someone will babysit younger 
children for tJic current teacher - 
all for free.

who will lx?gln kind(irgartcn next 
year. 

The idea is not lo lake the place 
of, but prepare, the youngsters for 
kindergarten, according to Connie 
Blau. She said eight children are as 
many as one mother can handle in 
her home. She also stressed the 
practicality of having students 
only from a compact 
neighborhood. 

"What we do is simply tc.ich 
them skills they'll need in kin 
dergarten such as how to use 
scissors ancj cut, paste or glue. It's 
- Justenoughsothatwhcnlhcydogo 
to school it will Ix a good experi- 
ence." she said. 

The mothers Ijclieve thai when 
their children enter kindergarten 
they will he more able to "Icam 
new tilings" instead of having to 
concentrate the entire lime on 
basic motor skills such OS how to 
hold a pencil. 

Debbie Wlldman. who handJes 
the scheduling this year, said they 
have talked with klndorj;arten and 
public school teachers who 
applaud Ihclr efforts. The molhers 
also Introduce their charges to the 
dnealian handwriting method 
which Is used In local schools.

But in many instances the problem 
is the footwear Itself. Unless you

Contrary to what you may think 
corns are not always cpuscd by shoes 
that arc too tight or too short, which 
certainly can be the cause. Slip-on 
moccasins can be loose and as you 
contmct the toes to hold them on. the 
top of the toe nibs against the shoe 
and starts the Irritation. 

I am not enthusiastic about home 
surgery. ;\nd I'm not enthusiastic 
about caustic com plasters that many 
people use. It is too easy to cut 
yourself. Remember that com surr 
gery should be bloodless. 

And It is too easy to get your foot 
infected. That Is especially true If you 
have a circulatory problem ' or 
diatKtcs. Diabetics and bathroom 



surgery do not mix wcU. And you can 
get a nasty irritation from the chemi- 
cals in plasters. 

You can cut a horseshoe shaped pad 
from moleskin to fit around the out- 
side of the com. That will help take 
the pressure that Induces the com off " 
the top of it. I don't like the full 
doughnut shaped ones because they 
can constrict the area and add to the 
problem. You can cut your shoe on 
each side of the toe area where the top 
Joins the sole to relieve pressure. But 
nothing win work permanently unless 
you correct the underlying problem.

More letters from readers come In 
almost dally, and I appreciate all of 
them, even thouf^h it Is not possible to 
pul)lish every one, 

Teressa Folts of Jlagerman has 
contributed an anecdote that I would 
like to share. She writes: 

"[jnguafje will change In spile of 
any efforts of those of us who would 
like it to remain precise. This 
anecdote Is a true story, and It vividly 
demonstrates how words change their 
meaning. 

"In the 19303. I earned a living by 
wrapping packages In a department 
store. One Monday morning, my 
workmate reported a shocking expe- 
rience she and her girtfriend had had 
on Sunday, They went to a historical 
exhibit at the former homo of a 
famous writer, but were denied 
admittance by the old lady who was 
the tioor kecpor. 'I can't let you In. 
now. The owner and her attorney are 
upstairs having Intercourse.' 

"The two young women fled In 
horror al such frankness, not rcallz- 
Ine that to the old lady the word 
'intercourse' could refer only to 
verbal Interaction, since she had no 
awareness ol lis toe as a euphemism. 

"The only conslanl factor in life Is 
change!" 

Vyra Fowler of Custer. S,D.. 
writes: 

"Areas of greatest concern seem to 
\x compound pronouns. jUmost 
everyone is afraid lo say "1" or "mc." 
Some rules are lost, I guess. 1 hope noi 
forever. TV commercials with 
children and others arc deliberately 
saying "Mc and him ..." as subjects 
of sentences." 

But Vyra Isn't Jusl complaining. She 
offers a suggestion on a book that we 
-may all find helpful.-nnd I am happy - 
to pass it on. The book Is "The I.cast 
You Should Know Alwut English. 
Basic Writing Skills." by Teresa 
Fcrster Glazier and published by 
iiolt. RInehart and Winston. This 
book. Vyra says, Is especially good to 
help people catch up on what they've 



missed.

If the nile governing compound 
pronouns is lost, and 1 fear U may be. 
It Is JxK-ausc that rule Is too com- 
plicated lor many students to grasp 
and rememtxir, (\ny attempt to 
explain mu.st necessarily involve the 
use of -some specialized terms re- 
quiring thoughtlul study. 

Headers wishing a complete un- 
derstanding of the uses of pronouns 
must familiarize themselves with 
certain grammatical concepts and 
terms. Among these are nominative 
case and objective case, linking verb 
and action verb, subject, predicate, 
object. Without such basic prepara- 
tion, students will find it ditficull. II 
not impossible, to grasp the logic of 
Rnj^ishsyntax. 

The limited space affortled here 
makes It Impractical for me to at- 
tempt a thorough discussion of each of 
these principles, F.nglish grammar is 
not simple, but it Is generally logical. 
This column cannot replace a course 
In basic ?'ne!l^;h skills; it was never 
Intended to do so. The intent ol the 
columnist must be to entertain as well 
as to inform, and to endeavor lo 
communicate with readers oI varying 
degrees of skill, 

I strongly recommend thai those 
who (ixl the need of lurther formal 
instruction should enroll in one of the 
excellent basic-skills courses availa- 
ble at the C;ollege of Southern Idaho. 
In some communities, adult evening 
classes provide such Instruction at 
little cost. For information about such 
opportunities, interested persons 
should get-in-touch-with-lheir-local- 
school administrators.
